J apanese could scare them 
with firecrackers—and sometimes 
did. 
“ Their officers were equally un­ 
trained. 
Toward the end. it was 
g rotesque. 
Toug h, 
experienced 
American Reg ular Army privates 
would be g iving orders to Filipino 
g enerals. 
“ Those tw'o thousand Americans 
and the twelve hundred Scouts 
were the only real fig hting men on 
Bataan, and they were run rag g ed 
—every time the J aps punched a 
hole in the line, these experienced 
troops would have to be thrown 
in to plug it—everyw-here at once. 
“ Then there wras the item of 
equipment—no spare parts. 
They 
! had a few* tanks left, with their 
treads fa lling off. 
A missing fan 
belt would put an entire tractor 
bad had about enoug h of it, so 
army watched her burn all nig ht, 
nU' 
war 
^or warit of a 
•they broke it up by spraying them 
and in the morning there she was, 
¡[cad: * tank would be junk by 
with a battery of 5 0-calibers, and 
sunk at her dock.’’ 
considering 
what 
we’d

throug h, it felt g ood seeing them 
spinning around, or kneeling and 
then slumping as the bullets hit. 
We learned later from spies that 
w e’d killed eig ht and wounded 
fourteen. 
“ We always knew' just w’hat was 
g oing on on the mainland. There 
was, 
for 
instance, 
a 
bamboo 
American—some man who’d mar­ 
ried a Filipino w’ife and g one 
native— who manag ed a big pine­ 
apple plantation; he org anized it 
into quite a system. 
He had a 
pass from the J apanese to bring 
veg etables into Manila. 
I think 
it was because he had a Swedish 
passport, althoug h he’d lived in 
the States or the islands almost all 
his life and spoke without an ac­ 
cent. 
For three dollars he’d de­ 
liver a messag e from Correg idor to 
anyone in Manila. 
And for one 
hundred dollars 
he 
wtmld bring 
anyone out of Manila and deliver 
him to Correg idor—if he didn't 
mind being buried under pine­ 
apples in his wag on for a while. 
We g ot our report on the casual­ 
ties from him.” 


“ They were our last torpedoes 
firevi in defense of Bataan,” said 
Bulkeley. 
“ Since December 7 we 
had probably 
sunk 
a 
hundred 
times our own combined tonnag e 
in enemy warships. 
While w-e’d 
lost two of our six boats, neither 
had been hit by the enemy—both 
had g one ag round in the dark. For 
every man in our combined crews, 
w-e’d already probably killed or 
drowmed ten J apanese, and our 
casualties to date were only one 
man wounded. 
We were to lose 
more men later, and all our boats 
but the J aps were to pay at almost 
the same ratio. 
* 
“ On the way back I realized that 
wre had fired our last torpedoes, 
except those we W’ould need to fill 
our tubes for the run to China. 
And w-e had just about enoug h g as 
to g et us there, with hardly a bar­ 
rel to spare. 
If we were ever to 
make the run, we must make it 
soon. 
And it was g etting plain 
that we couldn't do much more 
for Rataan, which w'as on its last 
leg s.” 
“ I can tell you about the army,” 
said Cox. 
“ I used to g et bored at 
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the roadside. 
“ I drove an ambulance in France 
in 19 40, and in some ways it was 
the same story on Luzon.

same lack of equipment, planes, 
communications.

“ But on Bataan, even when they 
knew in their hearts it was hope­ 
less, they’d say, ‘Damn it, w e’re not 
backing up to Correg idor—w’e’re 
g oing to hold them here!’ They 
kept on fig hting even down to the 
last ditch, when they were so 
tired they stag g ered—and I have 
watched them stag g er—and when 
they surrenderd, it was with their 
arms in their hands.” 
j 
“ That’s more or less how it 
looked to us on March 1,” said 
Kelly, “ w'hich is a day I’ll never 
forg et. 
It started off in a curious 
way—it seemed that General Mac- 
Arthur wanted to take a ride on 
one of our boats with Bulkelev. 
We felt honored, but I couldn’t 
just understand why the General 
would choose a time like this for 
a pleasure trip. Still, orders were 
orders, and even the air force g ot 
theirs—or rather what w'as left of 
it, which was exa ctly four decrepit 
P-40’s patched tog ether from the 
pieces of many others. 
“ This proud American air force 
g uaranteed us air superiority over 
that area of the bay while the 
General w'as out on the water. The

Another echo of the John R. 
H enry case, involving a salary re­ 
fund to the city of Fremont, was 
heard in the Supreme court Tues­ 
day when a rejoinder brief was 
filed on behalf of Henry.

brief is to substantiate arguments 
presented in court last week that 
any refund

unauthorized 
should be restricted to money re­

It has been the 
contention of Orlando R. Neisius, 
plaintiff, that the refunds should 
go back ten years. 
"W e believe it was never the 
intention of the legislature to pro­
